Secretary  to  the  Rri- 
tjs  Mission,  called  tipoi  its  to-day,  at  1 
o’clock,  at.d  invited  sis  to  a coi. ferrcnce 
to  i;e  held  at  three  This  was  agreed  to, 
ftnd  thr  Rritiah  Commissioners  opened  it, 
by  saying  ilia1  they  had  tgp  ived  their 
further  instructions  this  morning,  and 
liad  not  tost  a moment,  in  requesting  a 
meeting  for  the  put  pose  of  communicat- 
ing the  decision  of  their  government.  It 
is  ; roper  to  notice  that  Lord  Cas'lereagh 
had  arrived  last  night  in  thia  city,  whence, 
St  is  su’d,  he  will  depart  to-morrow  on  hi* 
way  o Rrussr Is  and  V’cnna 

The  British  Commissioners  stated  that 
<h**ir  g»tern<ncnt  ha;1  felt  some  surprise, 
that  we  were  not  instmeted  respecting 
tiir  Indians,  as  it  could  not  have  been  >x- 
pee’ed  that  thev  would  leave  their  Allien 
5n  rheir  comparatively  weak  situation, nx- 
pos"d  'o  our  seiumeni.  Great  Britain 
might  justly  have  supposed  tba'  tin  A- 
Bneric3n  government  wbiild  have  furnish- 
ed us  with  insti  tu  tions  authorising  us  to 
agree  to  a positive  article  on  the  subject ; 
btr.  the  least  she  could  demand  was 
that  w a should  sign  a provisional  article 
adminintr  the  principle,  subject  to  the 
raofica'ior  of  our  government;  so  that, 
if  it  should  he  ratified,  the  treaty  should 
take  effect ; and,  if  not,  that  it  should  be 
Lull  and  void  ; on  our  assent  or  refusal  to 
admit  such  an  article  would  depend  the 
aonti'  nance  or  suspension  of  the  negoti- 
ation , 

As  we  had  represented  that  the  propo- 
sition made  by  them  on  that  subject,  » a# 
not  sufficiently  explicit,  their  govern- 
ment had  directed  them  to  give  us  every 
necessary  explanation,  and  to  state  dis- 
tinctly the  basis  which  must  be  consider- 
ed as  an  indispensable  preliminary. 

It  was  a sine  qui  non  that  the  Indians 
should  be  included  in  the  pacification.  Sc 
as  incident  thereto,  that  the  boundaries  of 
their  territory  should  he  permanently  es- 
tablished. Peace  with  the  Indians  was  a 
subject  so  simple  as  to  require  no  com- 
ment. With  respect  to  the  boundaries 
which  was  to  divide  their  territory  from 
tliat  of  the  United  States,  the  Object  of 
the  British  government  was.  that  the  In- 
dians should  remain  as  a permanent  har- 
rier between  our  western  settlements, 
and  the  adjacent  British  provinces,  'o  pre- 
sent them  from  being  conterminous  to 
each  other:  and  that  neither  the  United 
States,  nor  Great  Britain,  should  ever 
hereafter  have  the  right  to  put-chase  or 
acquire  any  part  of  the  territory  thus  re- 
cognized, as  belonging  to  the  Indians. — 
With  regard  to  the  extent  of  the  Indian 
territory  and  the  boundary  line,  the  Brit- 
ish government  would  propose  'lie  lines 
»f  the  Greenville  t rfeaty,  as  a proper  ba- 
sis, subject,  however,  to  discussions  and 
modifications. 

We  that  the  Indian  territory,  ac- 
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cording  to  these  lines,  would  comprehend 
a great  number  of  American  citizens ; 
not  less  perhaps  than  a hundred  thousand; 
and  asked,  what  was  the  intention  of  the 
British  government,  respecting  them,  8c 
under  whose  government  they  would  fall? 
It  was  answered  tliat  those  settlemelats 
would  be  taken  into  consideration,  when 
the  line  became  a subject  of  discussion  ; 
but  that  such  of  the  inhabitants,  as  would 
ultimately  he  included  within  the  Indian 
territory,  must  make  their  own  arrange- 
ments and  provide  for  themselves. 

The  British  Commissioners  have  said 
that,  considering  tin-  importance  of  the 
question  we  ha  d to  decide,  (that  of  agree- 
ing to  a provisional  article)  their  govern- 
ment had  thought  it  right,  that  we  should 
also  be  lully  informed  of  its  views,  with 
respect  to  the  proposed  revision  of  the 
boundary  line,  beWien  the  dominions  of 
Great  Britain  and  tin  Unitee  States. 

1st.  Experience  had  proved  that  the 
joint  possession  of  the  Lakes,  and  a right 
common  to  both  nations  to  keep  up  a na- 
val force  on  them,  necessarily  produced 
collisions,  aud  rendered  peace  insecure. 
As  Great  Britain  could  not  he  supposed 
to  expect  to  make  conquests  in  that  quar- 
ter, and  as  that  province  was  essentially 
weaker  than  the  United  States,  and  ex- 
posed to  invasion,  it  was  necessary,  for 
its  security,  that  Great  Britain  should  rc- 
qu’rcthat  the  United  S ates  should  here- 
after keep  no  armed  naval  force  on  the 
Western  Lakes,  from  Lake  Ontario  to 
Lake  Superior,  both  inc  lusive  ; that  they 
should  not  erect  any  fortified  or  military 
jKist  or  establishment  on  the  shores  of 
those  Lakes  ; and  that  they  should  i.ot 
maintain  tnose  which  were  already  exist- 
ing. This  must,  they  said,  be  considered 
as  a moderate  demand,  since  G eat  Bri- 
tain. il  she  had  not  declaimed  the  inten- 
tion of  any  increase  of  territory,  might 
with  propriety  have  asked  a cession  of 
the  adjacent  American  shores  The 
commercial  navigation  and  intercourse 
would  be  left  on  the  same  footing  as  here- 
tofore. It  was  expressly  stated,  (in  an- 
swer to  1 question  we  asked)  that  Great 
Britain  was  to  retain  the  right  of  having 
an  armed  naval  force  on  those  lakes,  and 
of  holding  military  posts  and  establish- 
ments on  their  snores. 

2d.  The  boundcry  line  west  of  lake 
Superior,  and  thence  to  the  Mississippi, 
to  be  reviscvl  ; and  the  treaty  right  of 
G Britain  to  ti  e navigation  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi, to  be.  continued.  When  asked, 
whether  they  did  not  mean  the  line  from 
the  lake  of  the  Woods  o the  Mississip- 
pi, the  British  commissioners  repeated, 
that  they  meant  the  line  from  lake  Supe- 
perior  to  that  river. 

3d.  A direct  communit  arian  from  Hal- 
ifax and  the  province  of  New  Brunswick 
to  Qucoec,  to  be  secured  to  Great  Bri- 
tain In  answer  to  our  question,  in  what 
manner ‘hi  t was  effected/  we  were  told 
that  it  must  to  done  by  a cession  to  Great 
Britain  of  that  portion  of  the  district  of 
Maine  (in  the  state  of  Massachusetts) 
which  intervenes  between  New  Bruns- 
wick and  Quebec,  and  prevents  that  di- 
rect communication. 

Reverting  to  the  proposed  provisional 
article,  respecting  thr  Indian  pacification 
and  boundery,  the  British  Commissioners 
concluded  by  stating  to  us,  that  if  the 
conferences  should  be  suspended  by  our 
refusal  10  agree  to  such  an  article,  with- 
out having  obtained  further  instructions 
from  our  government,  Great  Britain 
would  not  consider  herself  bound  tojtbide 
by  the  t~rms  which  she  now  ofifeied,  but 
would  be  at  liberty  to  vary  and  regulate 
her  demands  according  to  subsequent 
events,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  state 
of  the  war,  at  the  time  of  renewing  the 
negotiations,  might  warrant. 

We  asked  whether  the  statement  made 
respecting  the  proposed  revision  of  the 
boundary  line  "but  ween  the  United  Stales 
and  the  dominions  of  Great  Britain,  em- 
braced all  the  objects  she  meant  to  bring 
forward  for  discussion,  and  what  were, 
particularly,  her  views  with  respect  to 
Moose  Island,  and  such  other  Islands  in 
the  Bay  of  P.tssamtquoddy,  as  had  been 
in  oui  possession  ti,l  the  present  war, 
but  had  been  lately  captured  ? We  were 
answered,  that  those  islands,  belonging  of 
right  to  Great  Britain,  (as  much  as,  one 
of  the  Commissioners  said,  as  North- 
amptoti|hiivj,)  they  would  certainly  be 
ketr  In  her,  aud  were  not  even  suppos- 
ed to  be  an  object  of  discussion. 

From  the.  forcible  njanqer  in  which  th<? 
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demand,  that  the  United  States  should 
keep  no  naval  armed  force  on  the  Lakes, 
nor  any  military  post  on  the  shores,  had 
been  brought  forward,  we  were  induced 
to  inquire  whether  this  condition  was  also 
meant  as  a sine  qua  non  ? To  this  the 
British  commissioners  declined  giving  a 
positive  answer.  They  said  that  they 
had  been  sufficiently  explicit  ; that  they 
had  given  us  one  sine  qua  non , and  when 
we  had  disposed  of  that,  it  would  be  time 
enough  to  give  us  an  answer  as  to  ano- 
ther. 

We  then  stated  that,  considering  the 
nature  and  importance  of  the  communi- 
cation made  this  day,  we  wished  the  Brit- 
ish commissioners  to  reduce  their  propo- 
sals to  writing,  before  we  gave  them  an 
answer  ; this  they  agreed  to  and  promis- 
ed to  send  us  an  official  note  without  de- 
lay. 

We  need  hardly  say  that  the  demands 
of  Great  Britain  will  receive  from  us  an 
unanimous  and  decided  negative.  We 
do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  detain  the 
John  Adams  for  the  purpose  of  transmit- 
ting to  you  the  official  notes  which  may 
pass  on  the  subject  and  close  the  nego- 
tiation. Amt  we  have  felt  it  our  duty 
immediately  to  apprise  you,  bv  this  hasty, 
hut  correct  sketch  of  our  last  conference, 
that  'here  is  not,  at  present,  any  hope  of 
peace.

RETROSPECT 

It  1*  after  men  have  seen  the  effects  of  their 
fctvn  follies,  and  their  passions  have  had  time 
to  cool,  that  they  comm  nlv  return  to  the  re- 
gions of  reason  and  of  common  sense  Never 
were  these  truths  more  practically  exemplified 
than  since  the  downfall  of  Bonaparte  and  the 
Sack  of  Washington  and  Alexandria.  Most  of 
flic  self-styled  'better  sort'  of  these  towns,  were 
conspicuous  at  the  revels  which  weir  held  in 
them,  Pi  celebrate  Cossac  and  British  victo- 
ries in  Europe.  Nor  did  the  other  " vulgar 
great”  of  Baltimore,  Philadelphia,  New-York 
and  Boston,  fail  to  improve  Qn  this  noble  ex- 
ample The  priest,  the  orator,  and  the  Baccha- 
nalian— the  pulpit,  the  rostrum,  and  the  ta- 
vern—united  for  once,  to  express  the  general 
Joy.  The  clergyman,  with  uplifted  hands,  and 
eyes  directed  to  heaven,  expressed  his  grati- 
tude to  the  Almighty  for  this  dispensation  ot 
fiis  providence — the  orator  thundered  forth 
praises  of  British  piety  and  magnanimity,  and 
of  Cossac  civilization  and  valor— and  cheek  by 
jowl,  toasted  them  with  the  t°hj’  votaries  of 
It  .echos.  Glorious  scenes  wherein  Baccha- 
nalian orgies,  ro-t  *o  a lev*'  with  the  dignity 
of  the  rostrum,  and  th-  pietv,  solemnity  and 
austerity  of  the  puipit' ' ' Well  might  the  reie- 
hrated  wine-lubber  *>f  New-Y brk  exclaim,  '*  the 
long  agony  is  over!”  tie  could  not  despair  of 
Heaven,  when  those  Who  held  its  keys  were  on 
his  own  level. 

Snclt,  literativ  speaking,  and  with,  lit  color- 
p were  ‘he  frantic,  excesses  of  the  lenders  of 
federalism  in  the  eastern  and  middle  sta'es.  Of 
tti-  clergy,  .he  most  distinguished  were  Parish 
and  Vf  IS  in— of  'hep  liticians,  Ring,  Picker- 
In  , Otjs  ll-rper  and  Hatlfon. 

In  vain  were  their  mi  guided  and  deluded 
ftil lowers  told,  that  the  downfall  of  Bonaparte 
Wo  iid  orecipitate  the  soldier*  and  me-c.  na- 
vies of  Br  tain  nn  ottr  shores — the  prophets 
tscr-  not  believed  their  leaders  Intel  so  lied 
tin  m todiath  and  des' ruction,  so  leapted  them 
wi  It  the  toitue*  of  the  ••  P.ulwa.k,”  and  so 
filled  their  heads  with  notions  of  her  piety,  her 
generosity,  and  her  magnanimity • 

But  ihe  davs  of  joy  have  passed  by.  The 
eapitol  has  been  burnt  and  Alexandria  has  been 
sacked,  and  the  miserable  inhabitants  of  the 
Dislric'  of  Columbia,  ore  trembling  for  what 
the  v consid  >r  a worse  evil  than  their  country's 
dishonor — for  the  possible  loss  of  the  seat  of 
the  national  government  ! 

The  fleets  of  Bri-ain  arc  hovering  over  the 
Atlantic  coasts —fi’led  irith  tho-e  very  soldier 
■ulrrh  Ronapa-te  hid  before  kept  employed  in 
Unrobe,  threatening  to  sack,  bum  ami  destroy 
every  town  and  city  which  they  can  rapture — 
end  the  high  minded  chivalrous  admirers  of 
Cossac  and  British  valor  and  generosity,  arc  in 
hourly  dread  lest  their  paths  will  be  lighted  by 
the  c.onfla  oration  of  their  own  dwellings. 

When  some  of  the  high  priests  of  federalism 
fi-s  heard  of  the  infamous  massacre  of  Raisin, 
they  Could  not  contain  tlicir  jov,  ar.d  in  the 
fulness  f their  hearts  exclaimed,  “ God  is 
just and  their  deluded  followers  shouted — 
« y men  ” The  people  of  Kentucky  reverence 
the  mild  doctrines  of  Christianity  more  than 
their  eastern  brethren,  though  they  rant  leas 
about  them— and  with  whatever  justice  they 
might  retaliate,  and  say,  the  Atlantic  people 
are  now  visited  for  their  political  ains — yet 
they  will  be  silent — and  rather  indulge  a hope 
that  bv  a timely  reformation  and  discovery  of 
their  errors,  they  may  escape  the  evils  into 
which  folly  and  madness  was  about  to  precipi- 
tate  them  B.

And  you  my  fel- 
low citizens,  who  1 k-  myself,  have  been  blest 
with  vour  liberties  and  independence  at  the 
rx.oense  of  the  lives  ind  treasure  of  many  of 
our  predecessors,  until  we  have  exceeded  the 
age  of  forty-fiv-  years,  shall  we  now  submit 
to  the  tyranny  of  kings,  the  bane  of  happiness, 
and  the  curse  of  the  world  ? Shall  we,  I repeat, 
because  we,  by  the  mildest  of  laws,  are  exon- 
orated  f-om  militia  duty,  consider  ourselves 
entirely  ex  mpt  from  the  burthen  of  the  war  ? 
Ca  t it  be  just,  the'  vast  numbers  of  our  fel- 
low-ci' ize'is  under  that  age,  who  are  in  low 

And  indtjjeav  crwimyxauoe?*  having 


families  to  support,  without  any  r.ssistaf.fiP, 
but  their  own,  should  be  forced  away  frv.m 
their  families  into  the  field,  or  give  perhaps 
their  whole  living  for  a substitute  to  serve  in 
their  room,  when  we  are  secure  at  home,  li- 
ving in  ease  and  splendor,  possessing  at  least, 
(according  to  the  best  calculations)  two  thirds 
of  the  wealth  of'  the  United  States,  and  bles- 
sed, ninny  of  ill,  with  families,  whose  happi- 
ness is  ours,  and  whose  independence  de- 
pends much  upon  our  exertions— shall  we,  I 
say,  withhold  our  aid,  and  risk  our  indepen- 
dence and  our  property  too,  rather  than  spend 
a few  of  our  dollars  to  support  and  maintain 
so  just  a war  1 No  my  fellow-citizen9,  I am 
persuaded  better  things  of  you  ; nay,  many  of 
you  have  already  declared  your  willingness  to 
give  yi  ur  aid,  and  have  manifested  that  no- 
thing is  wanting  hut  an  act  of  Congress  to 
make  some  rule  of  uniformity  and  equality. 
You  are  already  convinced,  fellow -citizens,  and 
it  is  obvious  to  every  d iscerning  eye,  that  our 
military  establishments  are  not  sufficient  to 
raise  men  in  a short  time,  sufficient  to  fight 
our  battles  and  guard  our  extensive  frontier. 
The  independence  and  wealth  of  the  Ameri- 
cans, is  such,  that  a sufficiency  of  good  men 
cannot  be  had  upon  the  piesent  plan  or  enlist- 
ment, (at  almost  any  price)  and  it  is  also  evi- 
dent, from  experience,  that  notwithstanding 
our  militia  may  be  aa  brave  as  so  many  Caesars, 
the  present  plan  of  calling  them  out  for  nly 
six  montlw,  is  not  sufficient  to  maintain  mir 
independence,  againat  a formidable  foe.  They 
ire  taken  a long  distance  from  home,  many 
of  them  leaving  helpless  families  behind, 
unacquainted  with  discipline,  badly  armed 
and  equipped,  and  often  badly  clothed — and 
by  the  time  they  arrive  to  the  place  of  action, 
their  times  are  halt  exp, red  ; they  now  begin 
to  look  toward*  h.  me, anxious  for  the  time  to 
Come,  when  they  can  return  to  their  respective 
faniilies  and  friends  Under  this  dev  ption 
of  circumstances,  which  is  indeed  but  a srnsll 
enumeration  of  the  difficulties  that  attend 
the  militia  service,  how  can  we  expect  to 
maintain  our  ir  dependence  under  the  present 
regitlxti  ns  > And  suppose  congress  should  urn 
dertake  to  mate  laws,  compelling  the  militia 
to  continue  in  service  two,  or  even  '-ne  year, 
would  it  nd  win  a number  of  p or  honest  fa- 
miliea,  and  would  it  not  embitter  th*  mind* 
of  many  f our  citizens  against  our  govern- 
ment, and  even  make  them  careless  about  its 
prosperity,  and  perhaps  p-  due-  in  many,  a 
wish  to  change  it  for  almost  any  other!  I am 
persuaded  it  would,  or  at  least  etuis  eg*'  nor 
happy  independence.  AVInt  then  shall  .«•  do  ? 
shall  we  lamely  submit  to  otir  relentless  tn«. 
my,  who  in  almost  every  act  of  her  proceed, 
inga  towards  us  aince  the  revolutionary  war, 
baa  evinced  to  ua  that  hsr  happiness  w old 
be  our  eternal  overthrow  as  an  independent  r.s- 
tion  ! N»y,  nn  feHow-citiaens,  it  is  not  only 
the  interest  of  Great  Britain  to  destroy  our  in- 
dependence, but  the  in'ere-t  and  no  doubt  th* 
wish  of  all  kingly  givernments,  as  then  tbs 
only  standing  monument  of  civil  and  religion* 
liberty  and  independence,  would  be  destroyed. 
In  order  therefore,  fellow-citizens,  to  countrr- 
ast  tke  base  dssigns  of  our  enemies,  let  us, 
without  delay,  sail  town,  country  and  neigh- 
borhood meetings,  for  the  purpose  of  petition, 
ing  congress  to  immediately  pas*  a law  in  sub- 
stance a*  follows  : Let  every  min  in  the  Uni. 
ted  States  from  'lie  age  of  eighteen  tf  d up- 
wards,  be  classed  in  numbers  of  ten  to  each 
class — let  each  of  these  classes,  employ  a ntaa 
to  serve  during  the  war — let  three  classes  b« 
composed  of  the  rich  and  poor  together,  th* 
better  to  establish  equality  in  the  payment  ; 
nnd  let  each  man  pay  is  proportion  to  what  he 
is  wsrth,  according  to  tlie  return  of  the  com- 
missioners in  e*cb  county,  in  the  ssnrasment 
of  property  ; let  the  men  thus  enlisted  orem. 
plotetl.  be  entitled  to  no  other  bomtv  from  the 
United  State*,  than  the  land,  es  heretofore  gi- 
ven,  and  receive  their  monthly  wages  and  ra- 
tion* as  other  soldiers. 

T-i*  mode  of  raising  men  will  be  eoesia- 
tent  with  our  national  constitution,  and  will 
procure  upwards  of  two  hundred  thousand 
men.  not  mere  hireling*,  but  ntut  of  prin- 
ciple  and  independence,  selected  from  evrry 
quarter  of  the  union,  and  whose  intercut  is 
one  with  our*.  Such  men  a*  these,  well  disci- 
plined and  equipped,  raised  upon  hit  plan, 
will  strike  a damp  upon  our  enemies  | will 
shew  to  them  and  the  world,  that  notwith- 
standing their  high  hopes  and  great  exertions 
to  divide  us  as  a people,  that  we  are  not  yet 
tired  of  living  under  the  best  government 
known  in  the  universe — that  we  are  all  interes- 
ted in  one  common  cause,  and  that  we  are  de- 
termined to  support  our  independence  at  the 
risk  of  our  property,  our  lives,  and  ail  iiiat 
is  dear  to  us  This  mode  of  raising  men  will 
also  he  an  immense  saving  to  our  public  funds 
— w ill  enable  our  government  to  procure  am- 
ple supplies  for  the  clothing,  equipping,  and 
every  thing  else  necessary,  for  the  comfort 
and  support  of  our  armies;  will  guarantee  the 
safety  of  all  our  frontiers,  and  prevent  inva- 
sion and  insurrection  : will  put  a stop  to  all 
tlit-  bustle,  distress  and  trouble  produced  by 
calling  out  the  militia  ; and  thereby  promote 
agriculture,  manufacturing,  and  every  impor- 
tant business  of  life ; and  finally,  maintain  and 
support  our  liappv  independence,  and  bring 
about  a speedy  ami  honorable  peace  with  all
